CHAPTER 7, TITLE 7, IDAHO CODE, BY THE ADDITION
OF A NEW SECTION 7-701A, IDAHO CODE, TO PROVIDE
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THAT THE RIGHT OF EMINENT DOMAIN MAY BE
EXERCISED ON BEHALF OF A PUBLIC USE, TO PROVIDE
THAT CONVEYANCE OF A CONDEMNED PROPERTY OR
AN INTEREST IN A CONDEMNED PROPERTY TO A
PRIVATE PARTY SHALL NOT BE A PUBLIC USE AND TO

AUTHORITY ON BEHALF OF ANY PROJECT OF AN
INTERMODAL COMMERCE AUTHORITY.

H 404, H 405, H 406, H 407, and H 408 were introduced,
read the first time by title, and referred to the Judiciary, Rules,
and Administration Committee for printing.
